When Mr. Noble was made 
Secretary Gen. Powell went to Commissioner 
Black with a note from Secretary Noble in 
which tue latter asked the Commissioner to 
do all he could forthe General. Gen, Powell 
Jeclined to submit to medical examination, 
but, notwithstanding this fact, had his pen- 
sion increased to $30 per month and dated 
back to 1886. ‘‘And this, concluded Com- 
missioner Tanner, with emphasis, ‘‘was done 
at the instigation of Secretary Noble four days 
before I received my appointment.’’ 


CHARGED WITH LARCENY, 


A Warrant Issued Against Ultam McCabe

He had 
spent $4 and ropped the re- 
mainder on Seventh street, three of the pack- 
ages having rolled from his pocket when he 
fellin a drunken dance which he endeavored 
to perform. This meney was picked up by 
pedestrians whose identity the police have as 
yet been unable to learn. 

McCabe admite his guilt. This morning he 
was sobered up and made a confession. He 
gives no reason for the step. 

The prisoner is 35 years of age and unmar- 
ried. He has lived in St. Louis six years, 
during which time he bas beena trusted em- 
ploye ot the Atlantic & Pacific Tea Co. He 
came to this city from New York.

Cincinnati, O., Oct. 15.—The most appalling 
accident ever known on the inclined plane 
railways of this city happened to-day between 
Wandio’clock. It was on the Mt. Auburn 
inclined plane which lies atthe head of Main 
street and reaches to a height of between 280 
and 800 fect in a space of perhaps 2,000 feet 
or less. Two cars are employed—one on each 
track. They are drawn by two steel wire 
cables that are wound upon a drum at the 
top of the hill by an engine located there. 
Nine passengers had entered the car atthe 
foot of the plane anda number were in the 
other car atthe top. The passage of the as- 
cending car was ali right until it had reached 
the top, when to his unspeakable horror,

GOULD NOT STOP THE ENGINE. 
Only one result was possible. Tue car was 
arrested by the strong bumper which stops its 
progress and as the engine continued all its 
force was expended on thetwo cables and they 
snapped like wrapping thread under its enor- 
mous power. Thenthe car, with its nine in- 
mates locked within, began the descent of that 
frightfal slope. What were the feelings and 
thoughts of the fated nine may hardly be im- 
agined. The crash at the foot of the piane 
was frightful. A cloud of dust arose that hid 
the wreck from view for a moment, but when 
it was dispelled the scene was horrible. The 
fron gate that formed the lower end of the 
truck on which the car rested was thrown 

SIXTY FERT DOWN THE STREET. ” 
The top of the car was lying almost as far in 
the gutter. The truck itself and the floor and 
seats of the car formed a sbapeless wreck 
mingled with the bleeding and mangled 
bodies of the nine passengers. Two 
were taken out dead.

Rome, Oct. 15.—A banquet was given to 
Prime Minister Crisp! at Palermo last night. 
Forty-nine Senators and 140 members of the 


Chamber of Deputies were present. Signor 
Crispi delivered an address in which he ro- 
ferred to the severe strain of his parliament- 
ary labors since 1887, the blame for which he 
admitted it would be unjust to impute to the 
majority either in Parliament or the country, 
especially after the aus of affection recently 
lavished upon him when an assassin at- 
tempted to take his life. He touched upon the 
réforms necessary in the educational system 
and promised measures for the relief of the 
poor. 
THE POPE. 

He declared that it was necessary to combat 
all persons, bigh or low, who were seeking to 
undermine the political edifice of Italy. The 
temporal power of the Pope, althongh it had 
existed for centuries, had been only a 
transition period. Rome existed before it, 
and would continue to exist without it. Com- 
plaints or threats either from home or abroad 
would have no effect. He declared unassail- 
able the utterance of King Humbert that 
Rome forms an integral part of Italy just as 
law forms a part of the modern world, 
After asserting that the Pope 
possessed perfect religious liberty and 
was only restricted, and that less 
harshiy than in otber Catholic States, from 
encroaching upon the sphere of national 
right, which is the right of reason. Signor 
Crisp! exclaimed: ‘‘Let the Church, now 
free, now endeavor to frighten Prometheus 
with the thunderboits of heaven. Our task is 
to fight in the cause of reason.“ 

ANARCHISM. 

He next touched upou the subject of anarch- 
ism, which, be said, was easier to combat 
than the church. He appealed to all men of 
advanced but reasonable ideas to separate 
openly.from the creators of disorder, national 
discord and social disorganization who were 
pretending to represent the ideas of Mazzini 
and Garibaldi.

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A WYAK OBJFCTION. 

The principal objection urged against 
St. Louis as the location of the World’s 
Fair is its alleged lack of hotel accommo- 
dations. 

A moment’s consideration will convince 
any one of the weak ness of this objection. 
It is equally applicable to New York and 
Chicago as St. Louis. New York has more 
hotels an d boarding houses than Chicago 
and Chicago has more than St. Louis, but 
neither of them has more than it needs to 
accommodate the regular demands of the 
public. Hotels and boarding houses are 
not run continuously for the fun of run- 
ning them, or for the opportunity 
of making money on extra occasions. 
Every city bas just about enough board 
and lodging accommodations to supply its 
own needs, andthe supply is increased 
only in accordance with the increase of 
demand. In anticipation, therefore, of 
an extraordinary influx of strangers,New 
York and Chicago would have to make as 
much preparation for their entertainment 
as St. Louis. 

There is, however, always a margin of 
hotel room above the current demand, 
and a possibility of expansion on special 
occasions.

Why Soldiers Desert. 
From the Washington Post. 

Lieut. L. B. Hunt ot the Tenth Cavalry was 
a witness last week in the examination going 
on at St. Louis relative to the sanitary condi- 
tion of Jefferson Barracks. He had several 
times noticed bad meat served, and did not 
think the rations allowed by the Government 
were sufficient for an able-bodied man. This 
may account in part forthe frequent deser- 
tions. No able-bodied man, whether soldier 
or civilian, laborer or tramp, is going to stay 
any longer than he can belp where he can’t 
get enough to eat. 

Other witnesses testified that the men had 
ample bathing facilities—that ls, water enough 
to wash in—but that they had no soap. 

Is it a wonder that men of any sort of pride 
and self-respect find a service irksome that 
is so indifferent to their ordinary comfort? 

A Food deal of testimony was also adduced 
to the effect that, as a rule, the ned recfuits 
were leit entirely at the mercies of non - com- 
missioned officers; and persons at all ac- 
quainted with the Inside of army life know 
what that means, or, at least, what it means 
in many instances; doubtless what it meant at 
Jefferson Barracks—a system of unendurable 
petty tyranny that is moraily certain to result 
in discontent, insubordination, and, in the 
end, desertion.

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THE PROPOSED ABOLITION OF THE CORNER 
RULE AROUSES FIERCE ANTAGONISM. 


—— 


A Controversy in Which the Grain and 
Flour Men Are Opposed to Other Mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Exchange—A 
Division of the Surplus Proposed as a 
Means of Defense. 


HERE is war on the 
floor of the Merchante’ 
Exchange, a sort of 
triangular fight having 
been inaugurated. 
The trouble ériginatea 
in a petition addredeed 
to the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, ask- 
ing that a vote be taken 

on October 1, on the 
the proposition of re- 
pealing what is known 
as the corner rule. 

This rule, shortly 

stated, is to the effect 

that the price of grain 
on any given day 
should be determined 
by its actual value, 
and not by the quotationg that might be pro- 
duced by manipulation on the floor of the 

Merchants’ Exchange. About ten years ago as 

very sharp controversy arose about this rule, 

in consequence of a corner that was managed, 
and the supporters of the corner rule were 
successful. 

HISTORY OF THE CORNER RULE. 

As #000 as thé petition requesting that the 
abrogation of the rule was presented to the 
Board of Directors, a counter petition was 
gotten up, requesting the Board of Directors 
not to put the matter toavote. The second 
petition was largely signed by the grain 
dealers and flour manufacturers and jobbers, 
who believed that their business was particu- 
larly affected by the resolution. It was 
claimed by the latter party that the petition 
against submission to avote bore many moré 
names, and represented much larger inter- 
ests than the first petition. In spite of this 
the Board of Directors decided to comply with 
the first petition, and consequently on the 
2th of this month the corner rule will be 
voted upon. 

When this decision was made known, there 
was great indignation among the grain 
and flour men, and a number 
of consultations were held as to 
the best means of meeting the threatened 
move. A hasty canvass of the Exchange 


members wus made, which led tothe belief 
that the guanser ot &a&brogating the corner 
rule "denie ecidedly favotable. The grain and 
flour alers aoe nearly untversallv in 
favor mega | the present rul- 
ing, . thos 6 connected in any 
w 1 the in business were generally 
inclined to v for the abrogation of the 
corner rule.

As things are at 
present there is no safety and danger lurks all 
around us. Itmay never reach you or you 
may go on for years unhurt, but when the mo- 
ment comes you are killed instantly.“ 

PRESIDENT HENRY FLAD 

of the Board of Public Improvements was seen 
this morning on the subject of the deadly elec- 
tric light wires aud unhesitatingly asserted 
that they were loaded with death, He 
said in substance: There is a 

reat deal of dunger which cannot at once 

6 removed but which can be to a great ex- 
tent moderated by a rearrangement of the 
wires. The system here from long negiect 
has become so bad that now it is impossible to 
modity it to any beneficial extent and to 
achieve any benefit at all it must 
be arranged over again on an en- 
tirely new plan. I still hola that my 
system of towers ie the best that can be de- 
vieed, as in that way all danger is averted, 
and no one can be hurt by currents unless he 
is Careless. By the tower system the wires 
can be hung regulartiy at asafe height and in 
such a manner that they cannot be — 
to the ground. Then all poles will be 
removed, and instead of dozens of poles 
along each block, there will be four six-inch 
wrouuht iron poste at every alternate street 
intersection. That the dangers will remain 
until some general system, taking: in all the 
wires, is adopted, there is no question.“

CONDITION OF THE FARMERS & MECHAN- 
ICS’ MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION. 


Insurance Commissioner Ellerbe Finds It 
Difficult to Straighten Out Its Affairs— 
Debts, $105,000; Assets, 86, 700— Why the 
Commissioner Had to Hold Hands Off— 
Who the Losers Are—Adjusting Claims 
To-Day. 


INCE October 2 Insur- 
ance Com missioner 
Elierbe has been en- 
deavoring to straight- 
en out the affairs of 
the now defunct 
Farmers’ & Mechan- 
ics’ Mutual Aid Asso- 
ciation, bat the task 
is a difficult one and it 
will be a long time be- 
fore the association’s 
business is wound up. 
This organization had 
a membership of 5,000 
and every one of those 5,000 is the worse off 
for having joined it. The history of the con- 
cern certainly ought to bea lesson to those 
who destre to insure, for never were innocent 
and unsophisticated people caught by a 
bigger or more pretentious bubble than 
the F.& M. M.A. A. When one learns of 
the promises it made one is astonished that 
its solicitors were able to ind 5,000 people silly 
enough to go into it. Its certificates were 
rather peculiar and differed materialiy from 
those of most other aid associations. The 
clause which imposed the obligation upon the 
member read as follows: 

Witnesseth, That in consideration of the 
representations and agreements madein the 
application therefor, by —— ——, residing at 
——, in the State of ——, as wellas the payment 
of the required fee, the receipt of which is 
herevy acknowledged, and also the agreement 
on the pees of the said applicant to accept and 
obey all rules and regulations pertaining to 
beneficiary members, and to pay an assess- 
ment of §1 in each case of death or permanent 
disability of a beneficiary member when re- 
quired ,the said —— —— has this day been con- 


stituted a beneficiary member in the Farmers’ 
& Mechanics’ Mutual Ald Association, etc. 


BRILLIANT PROMISES. 
But the astonishing part of the whole affair 
is that any one should have believed the 
promises the association made. When it 
started out about ten years ago ene of the in- 
ducements it offered to those it sought was 
that in fifteen years they would 
be paid the face of their policies if they 
wore stillalive. The folly of such a proposition 


ig apparent to every one who knows anything 
of the way this association did business. The 
policies were nearly all of them for $1,500; 
the assessment was Ba month or $36 a year. 
In fifteen vears a member would payin $510 
and get back, according to the promise, $1,600. 
How the association was to make money 
enough off his $540 to pay $1,500 at the end of 
fifteen years is still a mystery to every one. 
Another anda stronger promise was that the 
beneficiaries would, upon the death of the 
member, receive not only the face of the pol- 
icy, butall that the member had paidin in 
assessments.

Explaining the cause of the failure of the 
association Mr. Ellerbe said that it was due to

When the officers of the association found 
that at $8 a month the association was * 
behind, they raised the assessment to 88 p 
month, and then the members stopped 52 
ing. hirteen hundred of them drew out 15 
one month.

THE POST-MORTEM TO-DAY GIVES THE LIE 
TO HENRY FRITZ 


Death Caused by Compression of the Brain, 
Due to External Violence, and Not by 


Bemorrhage of the Lung The Inquest | 


To-Day—Frits and His Companien Tell 
Their Old Stories. 


HIS morning Dr. Chas. 

A. Frank held a post- 

mortem examination 

at the Morgue on the 

body of Emma Rooke, 

the unfortunate who 

was found dead in her 

room at 614 South 

Third street, and for 

am whose death Henry 

‘ Fritz and Pat Carr are 

now held in the Hold- 

over at the Four 

Courts. He found that death was the result of 

compression of the brain occasioned by ex- 

ternal violen ee. The blood in the brain was 

coagulated in places and several arteries 
ruptured. 

This report renders the case more suspic- 
ous. Frits when placed under arrest yester- 
day afternoon insisted that the woman had died 
from a hemorrhage of the lungs, claiming that 
she had been ailing for some months past. 

AN EXAMINATION OF THE LUNGS 
showed that such a hemorrhage had taken 
place, but was not of sufficient strength to 
cause death. Dr Fran is also of the opinion 
that that hemorrhage was brought on by ex- 
ternal violence, the breast being badly 


bruised. The inquest in the case was held 
this afternoon at3 o’clock in the Coroner’s 
office, when a jury was impanneled and a full 
investigation made. 

The police think that a murder has been 
committed and do not hesitate to 60 express 
themselves. 

CORONER FRANK 
said in regard to the matter: 

„Frits makes the statement that the 
woman fell over a stove and re- 
ceived her Injuries. I have no 
doubt but that his story isin part true. The 
black eye, I think. was caused by a blow from 
a fist. The body then fell upon some hard 
object. The other woundson the face and 
head show an abrasion of the skin, such as 
could hardly have been cansed by the 
knuckles of even so powerful & man as 


Frits. 

CHIEF HUGH O’NBIL 
of the detectives sald: ‘‘It looks like mur- 
der, and Chief Buebier vouchsafed the 
information that Fritz is in a dad box and 
Carr may be implicated.’’

TO HIDE ANOTHER CRIME. 


LATEST DEVELOPMENTS IN THE SENSA- 
TIONAL TRAGEDY AT WARRENTON, GA. 


Why McGregor Killed Cody, His Former 
Friend—1he Murderer Charged by His 
Victim With Rebbing Ru Own Safe— 
Cody's Attempt te Kill His Slayer—More 
Trouble Expected. 


By Telegravh to the Post-Draraton. 
ARRENTON,Ga., 


Oct. 15.—The Me- 
Gregor-Cody affair 
is stillthe one topic 
of talk in this part of 
Georgia and many 
interesting stories 
are being connected 
with it. One of these, 
and the most inter- 
esting, is that which 
connects the name 
of Mrs. Charies Du- 
bec, a widow, who is Cody’s cousin, with 
the affair. She is a wealthy and handsome 
woman and sodial favorite. After ber hus- 
band died both Cody and McGregor were 
called in by her to advise her in the manage- 
ment of her property and out of this grewa 
jeaiousy between the two men, who had 
before been great friends. This phase 
of their trouble has been much talked 
about, but the lady’s name bas not been used 
openly because of an understanding that 
it would be extremely dangerous to mention 
it. Cody was away from Warrenton for a time 
shortly after he made known to McGregor bis 
connection with the attempted assassination. 
Several months after Cody had left Warrenton 
the iron safe in the Georgia Railroad depot 
was blown open and robbed of a sum of 
money. Soon after the robbery occurred it 
was quietly hinted around that Cody had 
blown the safe and carried away 
the money. The same rumors  as- 
serted that Cody did not blow the safe 
because he wanted the money, but tnat 
he did the work in such a manner as to create 
the impression that McGregor had robbed bis 
own safe to hide a shortage. The rumors, 
however, were laughed at when they were 
first circulated. No one who knew Cody 
thought for one instant that he would rob a 
safe for any purpose whatever, while Mo- 
Gregor’s friends knew that he was not short 
with his company in any way, and that he 
was 
TOO HONORABLE TO DEFRAUD IT. 

Yesterday there was another story about the 
safe robbery, to the effect that the rumors of 
the robbery reached Cody, and when he heard 
that he had been charged with the work he at 
once concluded that MeGregor was 
trying a new scheme to injure him, 
and began an investigation. That investiga- 
tion was abandoned only when Cody satisfied 
himself. Then he wrote that McGregor had 
done the work, made good the loss and 
charged the crime to him (Cody) for the pur- 
pese of hurting him. The rumors of Oody’s 
connection with the safe blowing were so 
cautiously started that no one ever suspected 
that MoGregor bad a hand in it. 

Cody had about as many friends in Warren 
county as MoGregor bas, and they have deter- 
mined to prosecute the prisoner with energy. 
Those of Oody’s friends who talk about the 
case assert that he would have deen aoc- 
quitted when the case pending against 
bim was called, and that he was ready 
for trial at the term of the 


court which bas just closed, but that the trial 
had to be postponed on account of the ab- 
sence of his leading attorney, Col. Lewis. 
Outside of that statement of his they have a 
strong story in justification of the assault he 
made upon MoGregor. 

**You see,“ said one of them, ‘‘when Cody 
realized what he had done, he admitted it 
frankly and openly. He did not go to Me- 
Gregor and confess the offense and ask him to 
keep it quiet, as McGregor says, but he told 
it openly upon the streets. ow McGregor 
says be did not know that Cody was his as- 
sailantuntil some time afterwards. That is 
not true. He knew it at once, and when de- 
tectives were hired to work on the case they 
suddeniy gave itup and went away because 
McGregor sent them away. MoGregor cannot 
deny that he knew it at once because Cody 


told him.

THE LEBEL RIFLE. 


Successful Experiments With the New and 
Wonderful Arm. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsSPaTOR. 

New Yore, Oct. 15.—Reports continue to 
come in of the wonderful performance of the 
Lebel rifle, the new arm now being supplied 
to the French infantry. What with the small- 
ness of the calibre and the velocity imparted 
by the smokeless powder, the trajector is 80 
flat as to make the accuracy of the piece 
simply phenomenal. The latest achievement 
to hand is that of Lieut. Malteste of the Ma- 
rines, who succeeded the other day at Toulon, 
in transforming a five franc piece intoa veri- 
table ring in three shots at a distance of 200 


meters, or 218 yards. Lieut. Maiteste always 
enjoyed the reputation of a crack shot, but he 
was never able to make sucha showing with 
any otherrifiethan a Lebel. According to 
the last reports furnished to our naval intelll- 

gence office the daily product of the rifle is 
said to be 1,000. There are 5,000 machines em- 
ployed in ite manufacture ac St. Etienne, 2,000 
at Chatellerault, and 1,200 at Toulon. Up to 
September of last year 580,000 rifles of the new 
pattern had been delivered, but in no Instance 
was a single Lebel accepted until 5,000 
cartridges were ready for it. In general 
appearance the Lebel rifle resembies 
a Hotchkiss repeating arm, such as is in use 
in the United States Navy, in all but the barrel 
arrangement. The magazine of the Lebel is 
under the barrel. Inthe case of the Hotch- 
kiss itis in the stock. The Lebel! carries eight 
cartridges in its magazine, the Hotchkiss 
seven cartridges. The Lebel is fitted to re- 
ceiye a sword bayonet of a quadrangular 
shape. With bayonet fixed, the extreme 
length is 71.8inches, and without the bayonet 
the piece measures 51.4 inches in length. But 
it is the calibre of the iece that 

calls for special note. In this stance the 
minimum is .3142 inch and maximum .3228 inch. 
The sight is graduated for arange of 2,187 
yards, a distance greater thanin any service 
arm in use. It bears strong comparison to 
the extreme 1,200 yard range of the Springfield 
rifle in the United States service. The bullet 
is necessariily very small in diameter, but it 
makes up in weight by reason of ite length. 
Some idea of the tremendous muzzie velocity 
of this small projectile can be had when it is

A better week’s work has 
seldom been done. 

AN INDIANA CONVERT. 


Yesterday C. H. Cartwright of Madi- 
son, Ind., a member of the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee, said 
in conversation with a representative of the 
POsST-DISPATCH: ‘‘I came here to see the Fair, 
and without any intention of looking into 
matters late ny, to the World’s Fair, as I 
bad believed that Chicago was the place. But 
I heard so much said by people not residents 
of St. Louis about the advantages of this city 
that I determined to look into the matter. i 
called atthe headquarters and obtained — 
les of the maps and circulars issued by the 
committee. I don’t see how any one can 
study them without coming to the conclusion 
that, other things being equal, St. Louls 
is the place that should be chosen. The 500 
mile circle of which it is the center is a purely 
American circle, and this city is nearer the 
center of population than pay other of the 
first-ciassin the country with the exception of 
Cincinnati, which is not a candidate. Two- 
fifths at least of the New York circle lies in 
the Atlantic Ocean, while a very large pro- 
portion of the Chicago circle lies in Canada. 
The true test to apply is the railroad mileage. 
New York has but little over 84,000, Chicago 
less than 65,000, While St. Louis has 
tributary to it nearly 78,000 miles of railroad. 
That alone would settie the question of ac- 
cessibility to the citizens of this country, and 
we should remember that this to be an Amer- 
ican and not an European fair. 

ST. LOUIS IN THE LEAD. 

**T said that all things being equal, St. Louis 
should be awarded the World’s Fair on ac- 
count of its location. All things, however, 
are not equal, but nearly every element is dis- 
tinctly favorable to St..Louis. The hotel ac- 
commodations are not so ample as 
those of New York, but the experi- 
ence of the managers of the Phil- 
adelphia Centennial proves that 
there will de no trouble in supplying this 
need. Phlladeiphia was more poorly supplied 
with hotels in proportion to its population 
than any city in the country, but when the 
Exposition was awarded it capitalists fairly 
ran over each other in the ir eagerness to se- 
cure building sites, and at no time was there 
the slightest difficulty in accommodating the 
crowds. The same state of offairs will pre- 
vail wherever the World's Fair is located, and 
the problem of hotels need not 
enter into the calculations. No one 
who has been in St. Louis during 
the gala season can have any question as to 
the ability of this city to handle a crowd. Yes- 
terday I was told that the admissions to the 
Fair exceeded those of any single day at the 
Philadelphia Centennial. This did not include 
the Exposition, and Id id not hear any com- 
plaints of lack of accommodations. As a mat- 
ter of fact, St. Louis has had more experience 
in handling large numbers of people than any 
city in the country. 

CHICAGO DOES NOT ENOW 
a crowd is. The largest num- 
ber. of strangers ever attracted to 
that city came to attend national 
conventions, and every one Knows that 
these do not draw pearly so many as a great 
Fair. New York had the Centennial parade, 
and proved tothe satisfaction of everyone 
that she ought never to be given another. 
The difference in the attention paid to the en- 
tertainment and comfort of the visitors on 
that occasion and the conduct of the 8t. Louis 
committee when President Oleveland was in 
the city was most marked. Altogether I am 
convinced that this 2 0 ought to have the 
World’s Fair, and have heard the 
same opinion expressed by scores of 
men m my own State, and 
hundreds from other of the country. It 
was a most fortunate conjunction of circum- 
stances that the itation for the World’s 
Fair should be at ite height just at the time 
that St. Louis held ber Fair and Exposition. 
Thousands of advocates have been gained, 
and these will exercise an immense influence 
at their homes.’’ 
CONGRESSIONAL CONVERTS. 

Duringthe past week the work in favor of 
St. Louis has been quiet, but effective. On 
the invitation of the Coagresslonal Commit- 
tee a number of Con men came to this 
city, nominally to visit the Fair and Exposi- 
tion, but really for the purpose of looking 
into the question of the candidacy of 
St. Louls for the World’s Fair.

AGAINST “DR.” PORTER. 


He Is Accused of Selling a Bogus Com- 
plexion Beautifier Under False Pretenses 
Both as to His Nostrum and Himseif— 
The Prosecutor Says He Cannot Induce 
the Victims to Testify in Court.

Mr. Cousins gaid: 
Lam the propri“ 
etorofa drug store 
at Sixth and Market 
streets. Several 
months ago one of 
my customers came into my establishment 
with a little box in bis hand which he wished 
me to refill. The box bore the label of a pro- 
prietary medicine and on the back was written 
the name of my storeinink. It was not my 
box, so l asked the gentleman where he got 
it. He said he had bought it of Dr. Porter,’’ 
my agent, paying for it $l. I saw at once 
that some fraud was being perpetrated and 
commencec an investigation. I now learn that 
this man Porter has for months been using 
my name in the sale of his nostrums. Besides 
this ‘‘medicine’’ he sells 
A COMPLEXION BEAUTIFIER 
and tells the most ridiculous stories to ingra- 
tiate himself into the favor of prospective 
customers. In almost every case he claims to 
have graduated from the St. Louis Medical 
College, and several places said he was a phy- 
sician at St. Luke’s Hospital. On account of 
the coincidence in names he professed to be 
the same Dr.“ Porter who attended the late 
Henry Shaw in his last illness,and names 
Mrs. D. R. Francis, Mrs. E. A. Noonan and 
OTHER PROMINENT LADIES 
as patrons of his beautifier. He insists that 
he is my agent and tells stories of the fabulous 
salary which I pay him for his invaluable 
services. He sells his compounds for 41 per 
box and must be reaping a veritabie harvest 
according to all accounts. 

From the St. Louis. Medical College I first 
learned that no such man had ever received a 
diploma. Then I made a partial analysis of 
the compounds and found them to be a mix- 
ture of potassium and tartaric acid to the 
best of my knowledge. I have 
tried to catch the fellow several timess but 
always without effect, as his victims, most of 
whom are ladies buying the beautifier, refuse 
to appear as witnesses against him in court, 
on account of the notoriety which they think 
would result. I have also advertised a re- 
— of $100 in the city newspapers, but to no 
avail.’’ 

Mr. Cousins was told that in case he could 
procure a witness who would swear that he or 
she purchased the compound while under the 
impression that Porter was the authorized 
agent for and vender of Mr. Cousins’ beauti- 
fers and remedies, a warrant would be issued 
and a prosecution commenced. 

According to the statement of the case 
made to-day a prosecution might be instituted

A SOUTHERN PHENOMENON, 


The Mystery of the Rain Trees at Last Ex- 
plained, 


From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

Every day last week what appeared to bea 
wonderful phenomenon was witnessed by 
bundreds of persons in the garden attached to 
the residence of Rev. Dr. Edmunds, pastor of 
the Presbyterian Church at Sumter, 8. C. 

Beginning about 5 o’clock p. m. of each day 
rain apparently fell continuously for about 
three-quarters of an hour in one spot, about 60 
feet in diameter, while elsewhere not a drop 


of rain could be observed. The weather was 
clear and fair, and there were no trees over- 
head. Water unquestionably fell in the form 
of rain. Several Doubting Thomases stretched 
forth their hands and caught the drops as they 
felland were convinced. Diligent investiga- 
tion failed to discover — . that could 
suggest a rational ezplanation of the mystery 
or show any natural causes of which the 
senses could take any notice. 

Dr. Edmunds, however, has at last found 
what he believes to be the source of the mys- 
terious water supply. He has discovered that 
on a fruit tree not farfrom the spot where the 
water falls isa number of little insects that 
throw out jets of water from theirtaiis. They 
evidently aot the water by sucking the sap of 
the tree. hen the wateris thus emitted it 
forms inte drops and falls im the manner of 
rain from vapor. Theinsect is described as 
a briliiantiy variegated butterfly about twice 
the sige of a common house fly. This solu- 
tion of the Sumter mystery satisfactorily ex- 
piaine the phenomena of the rain trees re- 
ported in various sections of the State in the 
fall of 1886, soon afterthe earthquake, and by 
many superstitious people connected with 
that disturbance.

HOW TURKISH RUGS ARE MADE, 


A Genuine Turk Can Be Seen Weaving Them 
in a Broadway Window. 


An exact reproduction of how Turkish rugs 
are made in the Eastis given in a show win- 
dow on Broadway, near Twenty-second 
street, says the New York Sun. A genuine 
Turk, attired in a purple tunic reaching to bis 
feet, and tied about the waist with a gaudy 
sash, with his head incased in a maroon fez, 
is giving the exhibition. The loom on 


which he works is composed of two 
uprights of andressea wood. Between tbese 
uprights at top and bottom run toe roller, at 
right angles. Over these rollers is stretched 
anetwork ot cord. Two smaller sticks are in- 
iroduced between the interstices of the net 
work, one halt way down and the other a few 
inches above the lower roller, which serves to 
keep the network taut and also act as a guide 
for the eye. The operator sits, tailor-fash- 
ion, on a Turkish rug, and within his reach 
are skeins of worsted of various colors. 
Three or four strands about three 
inches long are taken at atime. These are 
twisted about asingle cord, tied, and then 
cut off to make the requisite ‘length of the fur 
ot the rug. The next cord is similarly treated, 
and so on until the width of the rug is com- 

leted. The worker carries the design in his 
head and produces his patterns by the use of 
different colored worsteds. The operation is 
a very slow one anda skiliful worker can not 
accomplish more than two inches on arug of 
ordinary width in day. 

The spectacie is a most interesting one and 
large crowéAs are continually about the win- 
dow watching the rugmaker’s progress.

A BBILLIANT YOUNG MAN’S DOWNFALL. 


The Suicide of Geo. P. Maris, a Society Man 
ot Baltimore, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DispaTon. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 15.—The news of the 
suicide in New York of Geo. P. Maris caused a 
sensation in thiscity. There is not a young 
man here who was better known in social and 
business circles, or who had a brighter future 
than had Maris until ne plunged into dissipa- 
tion and wrecked his prospects. He was the 
only son of Dr. Edward A. Maris, a leading 


physician, gad until the death of his mother 
lived guietiy at home. His father soon 
yearned for another partner, and though his 
wishes were opposed by George and his two 
sisters the o gentieman again married, 
His action caused a breach in the family and 
George, with his sisters, concluded to leave 
the parental roof. A sum of money had been 
left to each of the children dy the mother, but 
the income was not sufficient to support them. 
George resolved to earn a living for himself 
and sisters. He obtained a position in a lead- 
ing jewelry house here, and remained for 
some years, working faithfully for his em- 
— N All the society people dealt at his 
ouse, and as young Meris was always pleas- 
ant he soon became a reat favorite. Some 
years ago he obtained a position with the 
Merchants & Minors’ Transportation Co. and 
here, by steady plication and fine tact he 
graduaily advancet until he became confiden- 
tial secretary of the company. Meanwhile be 
had improved his acquaintance in social 
circles. There was no entertainment, how- 
ever select, at which Maris did not assist. His 
advice was always in demand, and often the 
success Of a tea or party was due to his ar- 
rangements. Everything he did or said was 
right. Had any other man used the 2 
privileges accorded to him as did Maris 
would bave been shown to the door. He. 
however, was humored and petted, and fre- 
quentiy he was the only male at a tea. About 
two years ago he created a marked sensation 
by issuing invitations to an afternoon tea 
given by him ut his flat. He invited Dr. Yow 
of the Chinese Legation at Washington 
to «assist him, and the affair, which 
was exceedingly novel, was also a great suc- 
cess. Maris and the Mongolian were the only 
males at tea, which was attended by fully two 
hundred ladies representing the best society 
of Baltimore. Whether it was his affiliation 
with the weaker sex or his remarkable suc- 
eess as a lady man, he soon became es- 
tranged from his male acquaintances and 
eventually resigned from the Kaltimore Club— 
one of the swell sucial organizations, He soon 
regretted this step, however, and sought re- 
instatement, but when his name was pre- 
sented foraction one of the members made 
charges reflecting on his character, aud in 
consequence of these he was black- balled. 
This was the turning 2 in the 
young man's lite. lle an to neg- 
lect his business, and cook to drink. 
Sporting men about town became hie associ- 
ates an‘i his nights were spent in drinking 
and carousing. The money be had saved 
gradually dwindled until very little was left. 
His employers noticed with regret the great 
change that came over him and determined to 
Give bim a chance to reform. They proposed 
to send him abroad and during his absence 
pay all expenses, but on the day he was to sall 
George did not turn up, nor could they find 
him. Aftern week’sseuarch he wes discov- 
ered with a broken down sport in a room 
filled with empty bottles. He was 
80 drunk that he could not 
stand. He was hustied off without 
8 and as no regular vessel was about 
to sail he was placed on board a tramp 
steamer loaded with grain and shipped to 
Engiand. The Captain of the vessel on ar- 
riving on the other side gave a not very 
favorable account of Maris’ behavior durin 
the passage, and said that he had gone o 
with the second engineer to Cork. There he 
continued his capers, and during aspree was 
thrown from a tramway and considerably 
bruised.

KFORTY-SEVEN ARRAIGNED. 


A Baid in Which Nearly Halt a Hundred 
Crap Players Were Taken. 


It cost Harry Schnaire, allas Duster, over
